J. G. Turriff Introduces a Bill Provid- 


May be Relinquished—Under Pres- 


Abandon a Homestead to Acquire 
a More Desirable One. 


Ottawa.—Mr., J. G. 
duced a bill to amend the Dominion 


Turriff has intro- 


The object of the bill is to 
provide in the case of a person who is 
entitled to a purchased homestead and 
who makes entry for one, but who, 
either through some fault of his own 
or through some misfortune, has enter- 
ed for a piece of land which is abso- 
lutely worthless. 

Under the act at presént it is im- 
possible for a person to abandon a 
worthless piece of land and get an- 
other quarter section, and 
only forfeits his entry fee, but also 
the $160 which he has paid on account 
of the principal. 

The amendment proposes that with- 
in six months a man may have the 
opportunity of going to the land office, 
abandoning his worthless quarter sec- 
tion, substituting another in its place, 
and get credit 
money paid on account of the princi- 
pal on the first section.

The City of Edmonton is Preparing 
To Have Its Rights 
Protected 


Sdmonton.—A huge enterprise, that 
of establishment of communication be- 
tween Edmonton and the Great Rakes 
via the Saskatchewan river, ake 
Winnipeg, the Red river and a canal 
connecting the Red river with the 
Luke of the Woods, and with Lake Su- 
perior, is planned by a cSrporation of 
Winnipeg and eastern capitalists, and 
in which several Edmonton gentlemen 
are understood to be interested. 

The company is asking for incor- 
oration ut the present session of the 
house of commons in Ottawa. The 
right is also being applied for by the 
company to develop Va da on the Sas- 
katchewan river, and along any of the 
streams and rivers to navigate. The 
bill, should it be passed, will, it is yn- 
derstood, give the company control of 
navigation on the waterways mention- 
ed, 

The project has often been mooted, 
but this is the first company which 
has ever been organized to carry out 
the project. Hon. William Pugsley, 
minister of public works for the Do- 
minion, gave it as his opinion that the 
scheme would be quite feasible. 

Will this project interfere with the 
free navigation of the Saskatchewan 
river, in the vicinity of Edmonton. 
This was the question asked at the 
hoard of trade the other day at its re- 
aular meeting by J. L. Cote, M.P.P. 
for Athabasca. 

The board will petition the Domin- 
ion government to protect the inter- 
ests of the river in this respect. As 
pointed out by Mr. Cote, the river is 
and will be used in future, for trans- 
portation of coal from up stream, and 
for other purposes of navivation equal- 
ly important to the residents of the 
city and district. It was his opinion 
that the rights of these residents be 
nrotected against a corporation that, 
he believed, would tie up navigation, 
to proceed under the terms of their 
present bill.

STRENGTH OF R.N.W..P, SHOULD 


BE INCREASED 


to be Doubled to Meet the Growing, 
Needs—Some Interesting Statistics 
Regarding the Work Being Perform. 
ed by the Guardians of the Prairies, 
in Annual Report Just Issued. 


Ottawa.—The annual Royal North- 


west Mounted Police report just issued 
states that on Sept. 30 last the 
strength of the force stood as folléws: 


Fifty-one oiticers, 600 non-commis- 


sioned olticers and constables and 558 
horses. Compared with last year this 
is a gain of 2 constables and 45 horses. 
There are 61 men in Alberta, in 
Saskatchewan, 31 in the Northwest 
Territory and 74 in the Yukon,

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Hailah Site of the Garden of Eden 

New York.—A cable dispatch from 
Constantinople says that according to 
the Journal de Stamboul, Sir William 
Willcocks, the British advisor to the 
minister of public works, thinks he 
hes determined the exact site of the 
Garden of Eden. He places it at 
Hailah, a flourishing onsis some 260 
kilometres northwest of Bagdad. 
Through this site the Euphrates runs, 
and is divided into four arms repre- 


jsenting the four rivers of Eden. Sir 


William suggests that the deluge was 
merely the flooding of the entire plain 
between the Euphrates and the Tigres, 
owing to these rivers breaking down 
the irrigation dykes which had been 
built. by the pastoral dwellers on the 
plain.

Text of the Lesson, Matt. v, 1-1 
Memory Verses, 2-9—Golden Te: 
Matt. v, &—Commentary Prepared b 
Rev. D. M. Stearns, 


This so called “Sermon on th 
Mouni.” in which we are to bave si 
consecutive lessons, might be entitl 
“The Laws of the Kingdom” and 
followed in chapters vill and ix by 
some features of the kingdom in the 
way of various healings, for when the 
kingdom comes “the inhabitant shall 
not say, 1 am sick” (Isa, xxxill, 24) 
The first four chapters of this gospel 
might be entitled the genealogy of 
the Kiog, the birth of the King, the 
herald of the King and the victory of 
the King over the god of this world. 
The precepts of these chapters shalt 
be fully lived out in the kingdom 
when it is set up on this earth and 
should be manifest now in those who 
by His precious blood have become 
joint heirs with the King. Althougt 
the multitudes were near Him, it te 
evident from verses 1 and 2 that He 
spoke these words to His disciples 
and not to the multitude. Compare 
Luke vi, 20, but do not confuse these 
two sermons, In the one He went up 
into a mountain and sat down and 
taught, but in the other He came down 
from a mountain and stood in the 
plain. The two discourses are in many 
respects the same as to the teaching, 
but they were spoken at different times, 
under different circumstances, and set 
{n both cases to His disciples. What 
folly for an unsaved person to say, 
“The Sermon on the Mount is my re- 
ligion; the Golden Rule is my motto.” 
If the Ten Commandments written on 
tables of stone with the finger of God 
are a ministration of death (11 Cor. 
iil, 7, 9), what about these same com- 
mands as explained by our Lord in 
this discourse, in which He says that 
a sinful look ts as much the breaking 
of the command as a sinful act? The 
law was not given till the people were 
redeemed by blood from the land of 
bondage, and God never sets His law 
before an unsaved person but to con- 
demn bim, that as a lost one he may 
recelve Jesus Christ, who is the end 
of the law for righteousness to every 
one that believeth (Rom. x, 4). Such 
only are the truly “blessed” ac\ording 
to Ps. xxzil, 1, 2; Rom. iv,,68 Thea 
we have seven characteristics of these 
blessed or happy people which corre- 
spond with the seven petitions In the 
prayer of chapter vi, 9-18. The prayer 
begins “Our Father,” and only redeem- 
ed people can say truly these words. 
All others come under the bead of Jobn 
vill, 44. Only the poor in spirit can 
say from the heart, “Hallowed be Thy 
name,” for otherg prefer to exalt their 
own name. We pray, “Thy kingdom 
come.” but we nipurn because of the 
curse which rests.on all the earth till 
the kingdom comes. ‘The meek who 
desire in no sense their own will can 
truly long for the'time when His will 
shall be done on earth as in heaven. 
Then shall the mourners be comforted, 
as they Inherit the earth. which sball 
then have become the kingdom of 
heaven. Dally bread is made sure to 
all who bunger and thirst after right- 
eousness (Matt. vi, 33), and they shall 
be satisfied with the fatness of His 
house In all things, both temporal and 
spiritual. Having been forgiven much, 
they freely forgive others and have be- 
come merciful indeed. Having seen 
something of God and desiring to nee 
more of Him and to know Hit better, 
they fear all temptation to evil and 
earnestly desire to be kept pure in 
heart. Knowing that the evil one is 
the great peace breaker, they pray to 
be delivered from him that they may 
enjoy the peace of God and carry His 
Peace everywhere they go. Rejoicing 
in the kingdom and power and glory 
which are His, and theirs, too, as the 
children of God, they expect to be 
treated as He was—persecuted, reviled, 
spoken against falsely, things laid to 
their charge that they know not, but 
by His grace they count themselves 
happy to be privileged to auffer for His 
sake and rejoice that when His glory 
shall be revealed they shall be glad 
with exceeding joy (1 Pet. Iv, 1%).

BIRTHDAY OF COLDSTREAMS. 


Famous Guards Have Been In Exist. 
ence For 250 Years. 


lt is exactly 260 years o since 
the celebrated regiment of British 
Household troops known aa the 


“Coldstream Guards” was enrolled at 
that little town of Berwickshire, and 
after the Restoration was so named 
from General Monk having set out 
with it thither on his march into 
England in December, 1659. The 
nucleus of the regiment had, how- 
uver, existed previously. When Crom- 
well invaded Scotland in 1650, and 
took Monk with him, there wes a 
difficulty about finging the latter a 
command. A regiment, which had 
fought against him at Nantwich, was 
indignant at the suggestion that he 
‘hould become “its C.O. 80 Cromwell 
formed a new corps for his lieutenant 
by taking five companies from Fen- 
wick’s and five from Hesilrige’s, and 
on August, 13, 1650, Parliament order- 
vd the regiment thus formed to be 
placed on the establishment. Never- 
theless; Coldstream jealousy claims 
the distinction of having been the 
real birthplace of these Guards. From 
beirg situated on the _ principal 
thoroughfare between England and 
Scotland, and in. the neighborhood of 
the ford in the Tweed, by which the 
Scotch and English armies were wont 
to cross the river, the place enjoyed 
considerable strategic importance in 
olden times. Monk established his 
headquarters at Coldstream in Novem- 
ber, 1659, and set about reinforcing 


his army. His old regiment now 
underwent reconstitution, and_ its 
original headquarters are curefully 


preserved, though rebuilt in 1865. The 
doors of this unpretentious-lookin 
building lead into a large yard, which 
was probably the spot where the as 
ment mustered, and recruited its de- 
pleted ranks. Later, till 1856, its 
position made Coldstream a chapel of 
euse, as it were, to Gretna Green for 
clandestine marriages. The two 
“runaway marriage” houses at the 
Scotch extremity of the bridge across 
the Tweed are still ‘in situ.” Here 
the famous Lord Brougham, whose 
Act of 1856 put an end for ever to 
romantic flights from the sister king- 
dom, married, in 1821, Mrs. Spalding. 


State Egg Business. 

Eggs warranted fresh are now being 
furnished to the households of south- 
ern Australia by the Government. For 
this purpose egg collecting circles are 
formed, each of fifteen persons. They 
are supplied with books, rubber 
stamps, and cardboard casea. Each 
egg has its brand, so that its origin 
can be traced. In actual operation 
the egg-currying cases arriving by 
toad or rail from distances up to 300 
miles contain so small a percentage 
of cracked or broken eggs that the 
loss is negligible. The peente at the 
receiving depots is by electric light. 
A bad egg is discovered immediately 
after it arrives and is not allowed to 
pass on to the consumer,swhile the 
sender is promptly warned. 

Each egg goes through the hands of 
the grader, who w out all under 
two ounces in weight. These light. 
weight eggs go to make egg pulp. The 
few cracked ones, of course, after 
being tested for quality, are sold to 
the confectioners. The system is run 
on co-operative lines. The consumer 
has to pay something more for guar- 
anteed grade eggs—the increase in 
price does not exceed a penny a doz- 
en—and the surplus is handed back 


“to the egg producers on a proportion- 


al basis. 


Hatful of Gold to Build Church, 

One of the most remote churches 
in Great Britain was recently reopen- 
sd after restoration. The church 
stands (Partrishow by name) on the 
southern slopes of the Black Moun- 
tains in Breconshire. The font dates 
from 1060, and a rood screen of sin- 
rular beauty from about the year

in the old church and a little western 
chapel built against it, while in the 
churchyard stands a preaching cross, 
and the remains of a stone ledge or 
bench run along the south wall of the 
church, on which the congregation 
could seat themselves.

British Capitalist Says Dominion Will 
"eon Have One, 


A visitor in Montreal recently was 
Mr, William Anstruthers, an English 
capitulist who is on his way to Brit- 
iso Columbia on business. “Mr. An- 
struthers greatly interested O.P.R. ot- 
ticials by his enthusiastic description 
of the new mono-rail cars just 
brought into practical use in England 
by Mr. Louis Brennan, the invento: 
ot tue gyroscope. Mr. Anstruther: 
wus present at the trial trip of these 
cars at Gillingham in Kent a coupie 
of weeks ago, and he declares that 
the success which attended that trip 
makes it a matter beyond all doubt 
that the mono-rail system of railways 
will in the not very distant future 
revolutionize transportation. 

“This great invention,” said Mr. 
Anstruthers, “has far greater signiti- 
cance for Canada than any one here 
has any idea of, for not only will it 
affect an immense saving in the cost 
of transportation, but it will bring 
the most inaccessible portions of the 
Dominion. within easy reach of the 
traveler. For instance, I understand 
that many parts of r are im- 
mensely rich in minerals, but that 
the development of these rich mineral 
areas is absolutely prohibited by lack 
of transportation. To build ordinary 
railways into these regions would be 
a ridiculous waste of capital that no 
one would think of undertaking. With 
the mono-rail system, however, the 
cost would be insignificant. ‘here 
would be no need to grade a track at 
all, for the mono-rail car will run 
uphill and down dale with perfect 
east. . ‘Ties, too would be unnecessury 
tor there are not two rails to be kept 
rigid and absolutely parallel.~ A sin- 
gie rail can be mounted on wood, 
rock, iron or concrete blocks, and can 
be run through forests and across 
miuskegs, Hilly or mountainous coun- 
try presents no obstacles at ali, ior 
the mono-rail can climb gradients oi 
one in six and a half. The great 
cast of bridge building will also be 
done away with, because the gyro- 
scope cars can cross rivers if need be 
ou a steel cable, or light steel lattice. 
‘Tnen again the car will take tue 
shurpest curves with the greatest 
ease, so, thut the lines may be as 
winuing as a river in following tne 
route of least resistance, and may be 
built at any kind of grade. Cars 
muy also be built of any width, in 
fact, Mr. Brennan himself told me 
that railway trains of the future can 
be us large as hotela and climb up 
the mountuin side, and that they will 
take all “curves as a skilled cyclist 
does a corner, As to speed, from 160 
to 200 miles an hour can be attaineu 
with greater safety and comfort than 
at 60 miles an hour on the present 
systems, ‘ 

“You mark my words. You wiil 
soon be seeing tne mono-rail system 
being constructed in Canada, for it 
is the one great means of transporta- 
tion for which, civilization: has been 
waiting, and in a country of such far- 
flung distances as vane 8 ie Bare 
an. mumgnse “vogue. e 
Government‘ believe in it is d\n vy 
the fact that it has already paid Mr. 
Brennan through the War Ottice $75,- 
000 for his experiments and already 
an order has been given for the con- 
struction of a mono-rail system in 
ia.

Page and Pickens won the 
world’s chumpionship by drilling 45%, 
inches, They won at Cobalt with 
43% inches, winning the thousand 
dollars,

WHAT GOD WINKED AT| 


@ASTOR RUSSELL PREACHES ON 
THE “DAY OF IGNORANCE.” 


Text: “The Times of This Ignorance 
God Winked at; But Now He Has 
Commanded All Men Everywhere 
te Repent; Because He Hath Ap- 
Pointed a Day In the Which He 
Will Judge the World by That 
Man Whom He Hath Ordained" 

_ (Acts xvii, 30), 


Toronto, Canada, ‘Jan. 9.—Pastor 
C. T. Russell of Brooklyn Tabernacle, 
New York, preached twice here yes- 
terday to lurge and very attentive 
‘audiences, We report one of his dis- 
courses from the text: ‘Ihe times of 
this ignorunce God winked at; but 
now He has commanded all men 
everywhere to repent; because He 
hath appointed a day in the which He 
will judge the world in righteousness 
by that-inan whom he hath orduined” 
Acts xvii, 30, $1), He suid: 

The word “winked” in our text is 
used in a figurative sense to signify 
that God took no notice of, paid no 
attention to, that long period of tim» 
from the flood to the First Advent ot 
our Redeemer. During those twenty- 
five hundred years the world of man- 
kind lay in ignorance and weakness 
and vice, but, as our text declares, 

took no notice of it us a whole. 
He gave his attention entirely to the 
little nation of Israel, the descendants 
of Abraham, with whom he made a 
special Law Covenant. Israel entereu 
upon a great schooling period; first 
in # condition of peonage in Egypt; 
and later, under the command ot 
Moses, pussing from Egypt to Canaan, 
with a wandering of torty years in 
the wilderness; still later under 
judges, and then under kings, etc. God 
did not wink at sin amongst the Is- 
Taelites, whom he adopted as his ‘pe- 
liar people’ under the Law Cove- 
nant mediated by Moses. We read 
that every disobedience received ao 
“just recompense of reward” (Hebrews 
ii, 2). Stripes, punishments, captivi- 
ties, under Divine supervision and 
predicted through the prophets, was 
the portion of the chosen people o1 
the Lord. Obedience on their purt 
brought blessing and disobedience anu 
idolatry brought chustisements—God 
winked at nothing us respects his 
chosen people. 

At first glance this is perplexing. 
Not understanding the Divine Plan we 
would be inclined to expect that the 
favored nation would be excused more 
than others—that it would be the 
pe whose imperfections would be 

nked at. But not so; Israel was 
chosen for a purpose. And in order 
to prepare them for their mission and 
to fit them to fill it, the Lord chus- 
tened, und scourged them for their 
sins, and thus educated and assisteu 
them more thun others out of degrada- 
tion. As a result, when our Lord came 
into the world to be man’s Reueciier, 
Israel, under the chastising, scourg- 
ing, instructing experiences of muny 
centuries, was by far the most ad- 
vanced nation in the world along relig- 
ious lines. 

Thus it was that when the Redeem- 
er presented himself, some, ‘‘a rem- 
“nant,” were “Israelites indeed” anu 
ready to receive him—five hundred 
during his earthly ministry and sev- 
eral thousand more at the following 
Pentecostal season. It is but reason- 
able to suppose that no other nation 
in the world would have turnished 
any such numbers ready of heart for 
Messiah, and consecrated fully to him, 
Note, for instance, that St. Paul's 

reaching to the Athenians on Mars 
Frit apparently touched not a singie 
heart nor head. 

The Almighty informs us that Jus- 
tice is the very foundation of all of 
his dealings. He cannot be less than 
just, although through Christ he has 

rovided to be more than just—that 

, loving and merciful. here must 
have been a justice in this winking 
mentioned by the apostle. What was 
it? 


The apostle explains that owing to 
a death sentence that was upon the 
world in general, and no provision 

. having yet been made for a redemption 
from that death penalty and a resur- 
rection deliverance, it would have ben 
illogical for God to give laws to the 
world of mankind commanding repent. 
ance, etc, Why? Because they were 
already condemned to death, the ex- 
treme penalty of the Divine Law. No 
more could be done to them than de- 
etroy them, however badly they lived, 
And nothing that they could do woulu 
make them deserving of eternal life. 
So long as that death sentence rested 
upon them and no prospect was ot- 
fered even of release from it, God let 
them alone, and justly enough ‘wink. 
ed” at their imperfection and did not 
lay it specially to their charge. 

.. With the sew it was different, God 

‘instructed that nation through the 
Law and the prophets and the chus- 
tenings for their wrong doings, and 
thus prepared in them a “‘little flock’ 
of “Israelites indeed” ready for spirit. 
ual things. Additionally he wished to 
use them and their experiences as 
types or lessons for Spiritual Israel 
yet future. These types, under the 
guidance of the holy Spirit through 
the New Testament, have constituted 
very helpful lessons to the Church ot 
this Gospel Age—Spiritual Israei— 
“For the Law Covenant was a shadow 
of good things coming after it.” 

But before having this dealing with 
Israel, God made a Covenant with 
them, promising them life-eternal if 
they would obey. They gladly ac. 
cepted the proposition and strove to 
live righteously, strove to keep the 
Law. ‘They did not gain eternal life 
under the Law, because they could 
not keep it; not that the Law was 
defective, but that they, like all oth- 
er members of Adam's fallen race, 
were imperfect, knew of their 
‘weakness and allowed them to be dia- 
appointed in the outcome of their Cov- 
enant, but nevertheless he made it a 
great blessing to them—a means of in. 
struction, which, as we have seen, ul- 
timately prepared several thousand to 
be of so ripe a condition of heart as 
to be ready for the Saviour and be- 
come his disciples. The Jew then had 


wis aGvaniens over the Gentile up to 
time. e@ had God's promises, 


‘ 


He knew the Law of God. He was pro: 
fited by striving to do the impossible 
thing of keeping it perfectly. Had* 
God not chosen the nation of Israel 
to bring them under the schooling 
processes of the Law Covenant (Gala- 
tinns iii, 24) he would have “winked” 
ut their ignorance, ete., as he did with 
the transgressions of other nations up 
to that time. 

What is the secret of this change on 
God’s part—from winking at the sins 
and imperfections of the world to com- 
manding them to repent? If it was 
just to wink at their sins for thou- 
sands of years, why did not God con- 
tinue to wink at them? The Apoatle 
answers the i beg ti? telling us that 
this change in God’s dealing which 
sent forth the message that the world 
should repent was based upse the fact 
that his eternal purposes had by that 
‘ime reached the stage of development 
which justified such a message, The 
Son of God had left the glory of the 
Father which he had before the world 
was; he had humbled himself to be- 
come aman. As the man Christ Jesus 
he had been obedient to the Heaven- 
ly Father’s wish and had laid down 
his life sacrificially — that it’ might 
lirst benefit consecrated believers dur- 
ing this Gospel Age; secondly that it 
might bless the world of mankind dur- 
ing the Millennial Age. 

For a time these good tidings were 
confined to the Jewish nation, but 
three und a half years after the cruci- 
fixion the limit of Israel’s favor re- 
specting the message came to an end, 
and then the g tidings of great 
oy wis permitted to go to all the Gen. 
tiles on the same terms that the Jews 
had enjoyed. . 

The Gospel or “good news’ consists 
of the information that God in hia 
mercy has provided that the death sen~ 
tence upon Adum and his race shall 
10t be perpetual; that there shall be 
t resurrection of the dead, both of the 
‘ust and the unjust; that the pro- 
vision for this has already been made 
in and through the death of the Re- 
deemer. Is it inquired what advan- 
tage would there be in a resurrectiqn 
of the dead if therewith all were to 
be placed back just where they are 
at present? The answer is that there 
would-be no advantage in such a re- 
surrection, If the Jew could not keep 
the Law, and if the very best-inten- 
tioned of the Gentiles have found 
themselves to be imperfect and their 
‘fiorts to stand approved before God 
in the present life to be failures, what 
good could result from merely awak- 
ning them from the sleep of death? 
Would it not be wiser and_ better 
uveryway to let them perish like the 
brute beast? 

We answer that God’s Word reveals 
a very grand outcome to his Plan of 
Salvation, The Word resurrection, as 
Scripturally used, signifies much more 
than to be merely resuscitated. It 
signifies awakening and more—uplift- 
ing out of all sin and death conditions, 
up, up, up to perfection—to all that 
was lost by Father Adam and redeem. 
ed in the Calvary sacrifice, 

This, then, is the meaning of the 
Apostle’s argument. By providing the 
Lord Jesus Christ as the Redeemer of 
the Church and the world God has 
made possible a fresh trial or judg- 
ment for Adam and hissrace. Adam's 
first judgment or trial day was in 
Eden, There he lost everything by 
nis disobedience and brought upon 
himself and all of his race Divine sen. 
tence to death. Christ has appeared 
that he might redeem Adam and his 
race, for the very purpose of giving 
them individually another full, fair 
trial of jucgment for life everlasting or 
death everlasting. 

_That general judgment day men- 
tioned by St. Paul in our text is nei- 
ther a damnation day nor a twenty- 
four hour day. It is the thousand. 
year day of Christ—the period of his 
wecdiatorial reign, in the which Satan 
will be bound, all evil influences be 
removed, and the light of the knowl- 
edge of the glory of God be made to 
fill the whole earth. St. Peter re- 
minds us, “Beloved, be not ignorant 
of this one thing, that one day with 
the Lord is as 4 thousand years” (11. 
Peter iii, 4). This ig the ley to the 
expressions, “Ihe day of Christ,’ 
“the day of judgment,” etc, 'Yhe Mil. 
lennial day will be a duy of judgment 
or trial in the sense that all man- 
kind, the living and the deud, will 
then be brought to full knowledge of 
God und to ful opportunity to regain 
by resurrection processes a compiete 
upliit from all weaknesses, impertee- 
uions, ete,, which have resulted from 
our share in Adam's sin and our own 
weakness and ignorance, Bins to the 
extent that they were wilful will to 
the same extent be punishuble anu 
receive a “just recompense of reward’’ 
(Hebrews ii, 2). Every good endeavor 
will be rewarded and every shortcom- 
ing will be punished, 

From this standpoint we see the 
force of the Apostie’s argument, that 
it is the Divine intention to grant to 
every menber of Adam's race another 
trial, another judgment, to determine 
afresh and individually the worthiness 
vr unworthiness of euch to have eter- 
nal life. But why should this fact 
muke any difference to the world in 
the present life? Why did not Goa 
wait until’ the Millennial Age and 
give them all a surprise? Why did he 
send them the message of his love 
und a revelation of this knowledgé of 
uis future dealings? Did he not know 
whut the past eighteen centuries has 
proven, namely, that few of mankind 
would have the “hearing ear,” and 
shut fewer still, after hearing, would 
so love righteousness and so hate in- 
iquity, as to sacrifice the interests of 
the present life by espousing the Gos- 
pel message, repenting of sin, and 
seeking to live a saintly life, in op- 
position to all unrighteousness, 

Yes, we unswer, it is written, 
“Known unto God are all his works 
from the beginning of the world” (Acta 
xv, 18). God surely knew that the 
mnessage of his grace would generally 
fall upon ears that were dull of hear- 
ing. ‘That we might know this he 
cuused it to be written in the prophe. 
cies in advance, that few would have 
the hearing ear for his message ol 
love und mercy. Why, then, did he 
send the message? We answer that 
these were two reasons for his so do- 
ing. 

(1) He intended that a witness 
should be given ao that those compre- 
hending would have an incentive to a 
reformation of life. He wished all to 
know that their responsibility in life 
woald be proportionate to their 
knowledge of this fact of redemption,

Thia principle 1s stated in the Serip- 
tures by our Lord. He declares that 
he who knew not and was disobedient 
would be punished with fewer stripes 
and a lighter punishment for his truns- 
gressions, while those who knew better 
and sinned with deliberation would be

(2) Another reason for the promul-

I am glad to warn all 
men everywhere to repent, and giau 
also to give them the good reason 
why they should repent—to tell them 
of God’s appointed time, the Millen- 
nial Epoch, in which all shall have 
8 full opportunity of gaining eternai 
life through Christ. -1 um glad to us- 
sure them that every endeavor for 
righteousness put forth now will bring 
lurge returns of character development 
und better position then. I warn them 
that every wilful transgression, ali 
wilful ignorance, will react upon them 
to their disuuvantage and imuke for 
shame and lasting contempt on their 
part, under the glorious sunlight ot 
that Millennial day, It will search 
out and expose to all humanity their 
weaknesses, their sins, to the extent

Coal on Peace River. 

Ten thousand acres of coal, beauti- 
ful, rich bituminous coal, which will 
coke to the extent of 86 per cent., have 
been located on the Peace River just 
neross the border of British Columbia, 
by a syndicate which includes several 
prominent capitalists of eastern Can- 
ada. This is the latest sensational

syndicate of Sept alats The claim

Campbell, the new British 
Columbia Government representative 
at Fort St. John, who went north 
early in the ppring. The coal area 
was surveyed by Theo. Davis, a min- 
ing engineer, whom Mr. Brutinel took 
north with him, and who declares 
that the coal he found on the Peace 
River‘was of a quality that would 
prove excellent for manufacturing 
as well as for domestic purposes. It 
will be four years at least before the 
syndicate will be enabled to proceed 
with the development of the Peace 
River property. ithin that time the 
Canadian Northern Railway will have 
completed the extension of their Mor- 
inville line to Peace River Crossing.

BERNIER’S MUSK-0X. 
Explorer’s Specimen Is Now In New 
York Zoo. 

A new baby musk-ox, one of the 
varest and most noteworthy animals 
of the Polar ‘world and one seldom 


seen in the temperate sone, has just 


arrived and is on exhibition at the : 


New York Zoological Garden, The 
present one is only specimen in 
captivity in the Uni States. The 
ittle northern-dwelling creature hus 
come from over a six-thousand-mile 
journey from Melville Island, one vi 
the most westerly of the Arctic islands, 
iongtitude 75 degrees north, lutitude 
{10 west, She was captured by Capt. 
Joseph £. Bernier, the Canadian Gov- 
ernment explorer, and brought on u 
vessel _to Quebec. Through the ef- 
forts of Director W. T. Hornaday, she 
was acquired by Dr. Cecil French, a 
veterinarian animal dealer of Wash- 
ington, acting for the New York Zoo- 
logical Society. From this point the 
animal was boxed up comfortably in 
in express crate shipped to New 
York, The musk-ox is about six 
months old, and is a splendid, heulthy 
specimen with a happy disposition, 
ood temper, ete, 

The musk-ox is quartered in a large 
corral adjoining the Rocky Mountain 
sheep, on Mountain Sheep Hill. Her 
diet for the present, will be a mix- 
ture of clover hay, crushed oats und 
various chopped vegetables. The en- 
tire body is covered with a dense mas; 
of fine dark brown hair of a woolly 
nature, having a broad white band 
across the forehead and a light grey 
saddle mark, The legs are of a white 
or greyish color. The two horns, an 
inch or so long, are hidden in_.the 
thick mass of wool on the-hewd. In 
time, however, theiorns will grow 
together at the’ base until they meet 
in the centre of the forehead. 2 

The baby is about three feet long 
apd nearly twd and a half feet in 
ieight and might be said to be nearly 
half-grown, and weighs 200 pounds. 
A full-size adult male stands four feet 
five inches high at the shoulder and 
is six feet seven inches in length, 
weighing about 1,200 pounds. he 
fact that it is the only living speci 
inen of this extremely rare land mam. 
mal to reach civilisation for a long 
time, and the great difficulty in cap- 
turing and transporting the animal in 
safety from the far north, surrounds 
the musk-ox with more than ordinary 
zoological and popular intgrest. 

The meat of the musk-ox is as good 
as any beef, and Commander Peary 
and ali Arctic explorers have had to 
depend largely on the flesh of this 
creature to furnish food. Structurally 
the musk-ox stands in a genus of its 
own, midway between cattle and 
sheep. Commander Peary states that 
the musk-ox of the far north is a very 
strong and tireless animal. It does a 
great deal of work walking and paw- 
ing in the course of a day’s grazing. 
They travel and feed in herds of from 
five to twenty-five. Hunting musk- 
ox, though entailing u great deal of 
work, is not difficult. Either from 
natural stupidity or as the result of 
their freedom from molestation in 
their Arctic fastnesses, they are coni- 
paratively tame. A large herd, on the 
approach of men and dogs, forms in 
a bunch, heads radiating, calves, i 
any, under their mothers, and the 
big bull leader standing outside ot 
the bunch, head down and pawing the 
ground, ready for a charge in any di- 
reciion. Single aniamls, or two or 
three together, run only to the near. 
est rock ledge, hill-top or other nat- 
ural feature which may afford them 
some protection in the rear when they 
turn and face the enemy. They fall 
an easy prey to the rifles, and re- 
quire little skill to kill. 

The musk-ox inhabits the northeast 
coast of Greenland, from Franz Jos- 
eph Fiord, latitude 70 degrees, to the 
most northerly point of land, and al- 
so the Barren Grounds of northern 
Canada north of latitude 64 degrees 
from Great Bear Lake to Hudson Bay 
and Grant Land. It is said by ex- 
plorers that thergy are none of these 
unimals in any prt of Alaska within 
two or three hundred miles west ot 
the Mackenzie. At the present rate 
at which they are being killed by 
whalers, Arctic explorers and the na- 
tives, the musk-ox is destined soon to 
be a creature of the past, 


Outwore Their Welcome. 


Rural bapleesned is proverbial, and 
the son in the city is far too forgetful 
of how a visit from him brightens up 
the old folks at home, especially in 
the weary winter duys, when the old 
people are not so busy as in summer 
time, when visits of city folk are us- 
ually paid. But sometimes there is 
such a thing as overdoing it, if the 
remarks of an old man in Huron 
County may be believed. He has a 
son out in Wisconsin who has married 
out there, Some months ago he 
brought his bride home for the old 
folks to see. ‘hey made a long visit, 
and appurently the old folks were 
happy, but at last the sad parting 
arrived, The old man drove them to 
the station at Goderich, and as they 
stood on the platform just before the 
train pulled out, there were mutual 
embraces and farewells, 

“Oh, it’s done my old heart good to 
see you both,” exclaimed the father 
heartily. ‘And it’s done mother good, 
too. I hope you won’t forget us out 
there in Wisconsin, and I hope you'll 
both come buck again—but not for 
such a darn long stay as you made 
this time !’”” 


Overdoing the Salmon? 

That the Pacific salmon industry is 
being overdone, was the opinion of 
Prof, J. P, McMurrich in his lecture 
in the science building of Toronto 
University recently. 

Each year the salmon production 
varied, and the amount of catch 
should be regulated accordingly by an 
international commission. 

Big ‘‘runs’”’ only came every four 
years. During the last big run in 1906, 
$8,000,000 worth of salmon was can- 
ned. The catches were diminishing. 
Canada was sending 26,000,000 pounds 
of sulmon to Great Britain yearly; to 
Australia 2,000,000 pounds, and to the 
eastern provinces 7,000,000 pounds. 

Since the great bulk of Pacific sal- 
mon went to Great Britain and Aus- 
tralia, it was not a local question, 
but an imperial issue, and, as the 
conditians were different each year, 
the Empire should see to regulating 

year’s catch.

FILLS IMPORTANT POST 


MR. WARBURTON I8 HIGHLY VAL- 
UED PARLIAMENTARIAN. 


( New Chairman of the Standing Com- 
mittee of the House of Commons is 
> One of the Most Prominent Liberals 
of the East—Was Premier of Prince 
Edward Island In 1897—Has De- 
grees From King's College. 


Mr. A. B. Warburton, M.P. for 
| Queen’s, P.E.I., who has just been 
elected chairman of the standing com- 
mittees of the House of Commons, re- 
placing Mr. Clarke of Essex, is one 
of the stading Liberal politicians of 
the Maritime Province and for a num- 
ber of years has been conspicuous in 
the public life of Prince Edward 1s- 
land. He was the Premier of the 
sixh Ministry of Prince Edward Is- 
land, forming a Government on the 
resignation of Hon, Mr. Peters in Oc- 
tober, 1897. He is a son of the late 
Hon. James Warburton, who was a 
member of the first administration af- 
ter the granting of responsible Gov- 
ernment in Prince Edward Island, and 
who ger bebe from time to time 
held the offices of Provincial Secretary 
and Provincial Treasurer in the dif- 
ent Liberal Governménts which fol- 
iw 


Mr. Warburton was born at Char- 
loitetown, P.E.I., April 5, 1862, and 
was educated at. ths Summerside 


Grammar School, at St. Dustan’s Col- 
lege, Charlottetown, and at King’s Col- 
lege, Windsor, N.8. He was Almon- 
Welsford prize man in 1870 and also 
Gen, Williama prize man in the same 
hei and he was Bishop’s prize man 
1876, when he graduated, taking his 
B.A, He pursued a_ pos 
course in inburgh University and 
subsequently studied for the legal pro- 
fession under Sir Louis Davies in 
Charlottetown and later under G. B. 
Allen, the noted special leader of the 
Inner Temple, London, Eng. He was 
created a Q.C. in 1897, having been 
culled to the English Bar previously. 
He was first returned to the Prince 
Edward Island Legislature in 1891 and 
was re-elected at the general elections 
of 1893 and 1897, He is a director of 
The Patriot Publishing Co. and of the 
Eastern Assurance Co. and is also a 
governor of King’s college University 
and president of the -Liberal Asso- 
ciation of West Queen's. Since enter- 
ing the House of Commons the learn- 
ing, knowledge and solid ability of 
the member from Queen's has im- 
pressed itself upon that body and hia 
selection for the important office of 
chairman of the standing committees 
bears strong evidence to the value 
past upon him by his fellow mem- 
rs.
